We the Toꝛd Lieute- 
nant and Council, fo2 the better ſuppꝛelsing of ſuch malicious ſug- 
geſtions, and Deciaring His Majeſties gracious intentions, have 
thought fit by this Our Pꝛoclamation, to give publick notice of 
Big Majeſties ſaid Letters, to all His Majeſties good Subjects 
of this Kingdom. And Cle do hereby ſtrictly charge and Tequire 
all perſons whatſoever, That they do hereatfcer tozbear either rai⸗ 
ſing ſuch Repo2rs, oꝛ diffuſing ſuch Suggeſtions amongſt any of 
Pis Majeſties Subjects of this Kingdom 3 and that they do as be- 
comes good Subjects, diſpoſe themſelves to live, both dutitully to- 
wards His Majeſty and his Government, and pcaceably with ane
